EAR Manry,—This day week

Already 1 have been teviewing metliods of 
table decoration, and 1 am. particularly 


pleased with ove cobvtrivance which 1 think a 
little anusual—except, perhaps, ou the tables 
of the very rich! But my plan is not ex 
pensive. 

I possess a number of * lovely 
and little glass trees of fantastic shape and 
colour such as those’ recently on view in 
Stephen's Green, where 1] bought several more 
lo add to my collection. These I. have ar. 
ranged in glass bewls with wide buses. 

For each bow! | manufactured a little stand 
from small wooden boxes with the top taken 
off. or from the wooden. sections used for 
honeycombs, The inskle of. each stand. has 
been covered with highiy-giazed white paper 
to make a good reflecting surface. Inside the 
stands are small electric torches (the electitic 
fairy lights in different: colours would serve 
the purpose quite as well), so arranged ‘that 
the rays of light strike up through the glass 
bowls and produce the most enchanting fairy 
like reflections in the translucent flowers and 
leuves.

The effect of these decorations, so ‘Christ- 
masy’’ in .their.. suggestion. of ice; © 4s 
heightened if the bases are swathed in bands 
of black velvet ribbon liberally sprinkled with 
the manufactured “' frost ” that vou can buy 
in packets. 

The ideal illumination for a table adorued 
with bowls of glass and shell-flowers is 
shaded candle light. as electric light father 
eclipses their brilliance. unless the bulbs’ are 
entirely enclosed in tinted shades, In 
case, a table should never be too brilliantly 
lighted, and the lamps should be so adjusted 
that vo gnest is tormented. by thie direct 
glare of the bulbs. 

Quite apart from the question of comfort, 
ihffused or dim lighting is always more at- 
tractive—and more becoming! 4 yroepoes, vou 
remember Francis Bacon's -pithy remark: 

‘This same Truth is .a naked and oper 
davlight. that doth not show. the masques 
and mummeries and trinmphs of the world 
half so stately and daintily as candle lights.” 

Other easily obtained - decorations .which 
add to the festive appearance of the dinner 
table are trails of small ivv leaves inter. 
spersed with clusters of Scarlet holly-berries 
or gilded fir conés and nuts. 

Branches of fir and pine, of course, 
their part in decorating the house, but not 
many people have discovered. that. small 
branches of pine bearing. perhaps, three or 
four cones painted in gold or silver. are very 
effective in jars on the cliimmey piece or side

table, and they also combine beautifully with 
vellow chrysanthemums, the flowers. being

A Simple Matter. 


This horrid state of affairs in either an old

In ordinary circum 
stances. however, the expert who sells vou 
the set can give you a very accurate idea of 
its performance at the time. Inthe of 
the hig four-valve sets you can forecast the 
actua! performance of the set to the ath 
degree: is with the smaller sets that you 
must. exercise eaution. -

T BEBE can be few callings which make 


larger demands upon human faculty 
than that of war correspondent. Mind 
and bedy must be of equal vigour arid 
fortitude. The war correspondent must 
possess rare endurance, resource, swiftness 
of judgment and penetration. He must be 
a lingtist, a master of strategy and of 
political history. He must be tactful, 
discreet and responsible. Since his themes 
are sueh matters as concern the lives of 
men and the fate cf nations, he cannot be 
too highly gifted in literary skill if he is 
to write with fitting dignity. He must be 
at once a scholar and a man of action, 
tam Marte quam. Mercurvo. 

The qualities of which we speak seem to 
be blended happily in Colonel Lionel 
James. His book of reminiscences, by the 
very modesty with which it sets forth his 
adventures and achievements, in the 
service of The Times, reveals the portrait 
of an ideal representative of his trade. 


RUSSIA AND JAPAN, á 


In his day of activity, war corre- 
spondence was practised with seriousness 
nummer gs well as with enter- 
pris. British 
journalism still was 
in the hands of 
gentlemen and 
scholars. It was 
virile, but it was not 
vulgar. Men like 
Colonel James 
dashed to the world’s 
ends at an hours 
notice, and spared 
nothing in pains or 
ingenuity to’ get at 
-the heart of wars 
and revolutions; but 
they never. forgot 
that they were 
would not sacrifiosd 
circulation. They: were 
capable of foregoing “‘ scoops If propriety 
forbade the release of their discoveries, 
They would regard with contempt those 
slaves of popular sehsation who followed 

them. 

(‘olonel James describes first in his new 
book (“Times of Stress.”” John Murray, 
12s. net.) his service during the Russo- 
Japanese War. He tells how Japan 
curtailed the freedom of correspondents 
who went with her army to the field. She 
first among the nations fought her great 
battles, as it were, in seereey, and treated 
the Press as a peril. Her example was to 
he followed by all sthe Powers when the 
Great War came ten years later; but at 
that time it was resented. Only when The 
Times, indignant at the failure of ifs 
correspondents to secure news of the

did Japan show herself sensitive to 
Western opinion, and relax her stringent 
censorship. 


A FORETASTE OF ARMAGEDDON. 


In this way it came to pass that Colonc! 
James found his way into Manchuria. and 
on September 2nd, 1904, witnessed ihe 
Japanese assault upon Liau-Yang. The 
battle was a spectacle that has been out- 
classed since then; but in 1904 it seemed a 
conflict between ‘Titans. Then were 
modern engines of war used on a large 
scale, the” earth torn up with high 
explosives, advancing divisions inet with 
sheets of lead and flame. batteries charged 
with the bayonet, and a great settlement 
eaten wp lt fire as monstrous as a forest 
conflagration. 

[ft was, then, a thrilling story that 
Colonel James had to tell. Had he and 
his readers known it, the narrative was a 
foretaste of the fate that awaited the 
armed youth of Europe. 

He typed his tale, and then rode with 
his papers adventurously for nearly a 
hundred miles to neutral territory from 
which he could despatch it, “The story of 
his ride is stirring reading, and it is in- 
teresting io learn that the five columns 
Which appeared in The Times—the fruit of 
three days’ labour in the field—were 
studied at the Staff College, Camberley, as 
an important contribution to modern 
military science. 


A PERSIAN PLOT. 


Colonel James, writing always with the 
simplicity, clarity and gravity that only a 
scholar can command, tells many another 
story of the kind which gives us a climpse 
of the grouping and re-grouping of the 
nations in the fatal preparation for 
Armageddon, His lighter passages, which 
abound in every ‘chapter, are full of 
entertainment. He tells, for example, 
how a Persian acquaintance once unfolded 
to him a scheme for the making ol an easy 
fortune. 

Hassan Ali—such is the name which 
Colonel James gives to his cunning 
friend—-came to the war correspondent 
and asked him to secure from England a 
large number of phonographs and records. 
The records were to take impressions of 
devout Moslems repeating their prayers of 
obligation. They would be bought by 
thousands of people who would cause them 
to be operated upon their housetops, thus 
giving*the world to believe that they were 
at their devotions. when, in reality, they 
were enjoying wninterrupted repose. 

Hassan begged Colonel James “ never to 
disclose his tdentity with the venture, as 
the priests would-strely have him stoned | 
to death as an infidel wnfit to live.”’ 


A TURKISH CONTRACT. 


in Adrianople, Colonel James saw much 
of Nazim Pasha and formed the opinion 
that he was seeking honestly to reform lis 
people; ““bht he had tremendous forces 
with which. to. contend.”” A Nottingham 
manutaciurer of boots went ail the way to 
\drianople to secure a contract for 
beots for the Turkish Army. A satis- 
factory contract was secured; but between 
the Pasha and the contractor there were

He came 
upon rifle ranges in the forest where 
collective field firing was practised, and 
he discovered that all the figures on the 
targets were painted in khaki-brown. At 
the time the British was the only army 
which used khaki as a field-dress,

In Memory of Nelson. 


While passin ' “Nelson Pillar 
recently I remember , although the 
gallant sailor has been for more than 


a century, British sailors continue to wear 
the official mou ‘ordered by the 
authorities of that period. 

When the “battle-scarfed Victory, with 
her stricken admiral, “into Gibraltar 
after the Battle of Tyafalgar, it was 
erdered that black scarves should be worn 
by the sailors as a token of mourning for 
Nelson, and the order has remained in 
force until the present day. 


Jack “Gar s Collar. 


The blue collars. worn by Jack Tars <!so 
are a picturesque survival of the past. In 
the old days sailors wore their hair long, 
and twisted into a plait, which hung «t 
the back. The constant rubbing of this 
greasy plait against the seaman’s clean 
white jackets quickly soiled them, and a 
detachable collar was adopted which could 
be washed. This simple idea saved the 
A. Bs. much unnecessary scrubbing. 

These collars are invariably edged by 
three white lines, which are supposed to 
signify three oí Nelson’s great victorics. 
In the case of regular seamen the lines 
are straight, while those of the Naval 
Volunteer Force are wavy, and this small 
difference is a great help in distinguishing 
the amateur from the professional sailor.

Also, 
when his contract with Mr. Cochran 
expires, Barry Fitzgerald may go 
to Hollywood: for he already has been 
approached by one of the biggest American 
film companies, which is anxious to 
secure the Irish comedian for a series of 
talking pictures. 


Sky-scapes. 


For anyone who takes an interest in 
sky-scapes the lust few days have been 
rich in arrangements of line anál -colour. 
In the Phwnix Park the other morning 
Í saw the obelisk standing out. against a 
sky divided into three distinct horizontal! 
bands of colour, straight and clean. The 
‘op was sepia, the middle uimber, and 
the lowest a deep pu®ple blue. So they 
remained for about eight minutes and then 
dissolved into disappearing shades.” Again, 
looking south across Merrion square, I saw 
in the evening the clouds piled black upon 
one another like dolmens, while on either 
side less ponderous-looking clouds formed 
a frame of turquoise and green. It was 
a considerable time before the topmost 
dolmen fell and brought the rest down in 
ruins. For sheer colour it is difficult to 
beat the vista seen looking up the walle 
of the Liffey from O’Connell Bridge. i 
have seen there just after sundown a 
varicty of blues ranging from the deep 
indigo to the topaz, and greens—apple, 
emerald, and like the first verdance of 
stubble in the aftergrass, edged with pale 
yellow and orange. For me these sky- 
scapes hold an irresistible fascination.

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| By Old Kilmainham. 


In the search for a pleasant walk there 
is one area which seems to have been 
curiously overlooked, ‘©The other day I 
found myself in the vieinity of Islend- 
bridge, once known as Sarah Bridge, after 
the wife of the Lord Lieutenant under 
whose auspices it was opened, and I 
decided to explore. A fine broad stretch 
of road carried me past the barracks, and 
I shortly came to the turn of the road 
commanded by the stout gate of stone 
which leads to the Royal Hospital. A 
view along the carriage way was forlo™. 
An emptiness and Teoarted atmosphere 
that hovered over the pile were only 
intensified by the clean, bright light on 
the massive masonry of the entrance. 
Turning right, I had my memory quickly 
stirred to incidents of the troubled 
times by the spectacle of the old 
gaol. The building that had provided un- 
grateful shelter for so many patriots 
showed now a derelict appearance. ‘The 
windows are broken, the shutters ragged, 
and green grass pushes a bedraggled head 
between the stones oí the unkept yard. 
Further on tall houses rear their head and 
seem to demand some association with 
history, for which I racked my head im 
vain. Especially was this the case at a 
‘broken down stone gateway with a crest 
above, opening a route down to the 
Cammock. With my head full of historical 
researchings, I made my way to the 
Inchicore tram head, and, on the route 
back to College Green, amused myself with 
the not unprofitable game of trying to link 
the various street names with incidents of 
the past. I found myself ignorant enough 
to make me decide to take that historical 
walk again.

Quick as 
lightning came the reply: “ No, he isnt; 
he’s a hen.”’ 


The Sword of Balaam. 


I have always been suspicious of the un- 
official guides who offer to conduct people 
round museums and places of antiquarian 
jnterest.

Lord Danesfort’s Shillelagh.

Lord Danesfort’s political career has 
been so closely bound up with the English 
City of York that it is almost forgotten in 
England that he is a native of Killarney. 
and that his title is ‘‘ Lord Danesfort of 
Kerry.” His family name is Butcher, 
and he is descended from the Vice- 
Admiral Butcher, of Danesfort. Killarney, 
who served under Lord Howe at thie 
famous naval battle of 1794, and later 
distinguished himself at Porto Rico and 
at the Scheldt. Lord Danesfort’s father, 
the Most Rev. Samuel Butcher, was at 
one time Bishop of Meath. 


A Waterford Memorial. 


A correspondent writes:—There is a 
stone tablet on a tenement Louse at the top 
ef Colbeck street, Waterford, which 
states :—‘‘ Charles Kean, tragedian (1811- 
1860), aid William Vincent Wallace, 
composer (1812-1865), were born in this 
house.” On the occasion of the centenary 
of Wallace, in 1912, it was proposed to 
erect a statue in Waterford to the memory 
of the famous composer, but the war inter- 
vened and the project was abandoned. A 
few years ago some of the old committee 
tried to arouse interest in the subject, but 
nothing could be done owing to lack of 
tunds. 

It is a pity that there should not be 
some more suitable memorial than a mere 
tablet to he composer of ‘* Maritana,”’ 
which still holds the stage as one of the 
most popular English operas. Wallace was 
for some years leader of an orchestra in 
Dublin, but was obliged to go to Australia 
on account of his heaith in 1832. On his 
return to London in 1845 he wrote 
‘*Maritana,’’ which was an immediate 
success, ven more popular’ than 
‘* Maritana’’ was “ Lurline,’’ produced in 
London in 1860. Wallace seems to have 
travelled all over the world, adding to his 
store of musical culture wherever he went, 
with the result that he became one of the 
most accomplished musicians of the 
century. 


Charles Kean. 


It has been said that the fame of an 
actor lives onl in books of reminiscence, 
and the personality of Charles Kean seems 
to have been overshadowed by the meteoric 
career of his more famous father, Edmund 
Kean, of whom Coleridge said that “' to 
see him act was like reading Shakespeare 
by flashes of lightning.’’ Charles seems 
to have been a man of indomitable spirit ; 
for he became an actor in spite of the 
bitter opposition of his father, and 
attained a great position on the London 
stage in the teeth of bitter criticism and 
even ridicule. He was at one time very 
intimate with the great heiress, Miss 
Burdett-Coutts, but the story is that, the 
lady having refused him, Charles walked 
into the theatre in Dublin one night, 
and said dramatically to his leading lady, 
Ellen Tree, who had been in love with 
him for years: “ Ellen, if you wish to 
mafry me, to-morrow or never!” They 
were married the next day, and on that 
night, by an appropriate coincidence, they 
acted together in a play called ‘‘ The 
Honeymoon.’’ Kean owed much to the 
genius of his wife, and when he became 
manager of the Princess Theatre in Oxtord 
street, London, in 1850, he produced the 
famous serics of “ revivals ” which remain

METHODIST COLLEGE, 
BELFAST. 
RETURN FOR COST OF 
EDUCATION. 

Viscount Charlemont, Northern Minister of 
Kducation, speaking last night at the prize 
distribution of the Methodist College, Belfast, 
in the Uster Mall, said they often heard the 
question asked: “‘ Are we getting value for 
all the money we spend on education?” It 
was a perfectly legitimate inquiry. Public 
expenditure on educational services had 
inereased very greatly, and those who paid 
had a right to demand an asnwer. 

Giving the reasons which accounted for 
soine of the wy cost, jus Jordship said 
there had been an almost phenomenal increase 
in recent years in the number of pupils in 
attendance at secondary schools. The second 
large item of additional cost of the State 
arose from the ms nigh position and pros- 
pects of the teaching profession. He was 
glad to say that the difficulties in regard 
to secondury teachers’ pensions had been sur- 
mounted. The principal hardship under the 
original arrangement was undoubtedly felt 
by the older teachers, but the Minister of 
Finance had now tabled amending regulations 
which should go a good way to remove their 
grievances. For the teachers who vecently 
retired, or would do so in the near future, 
the pension might be as much as fifty per 
cent. 


Another feature of this educational develop- 
ment which meant an increased charge on 
public funds was the widening opportunity

which existed fo. clever boys and girls to 
climb the educational ladder, where their 
parents could not afford to provide it for them 
unaided. There were in Northern Ireland 
about 560 pupils who held these scholarships.

They had to 
look deeper; they had to ask what were the 
aims of the school’? What were its standards’ 
What sort of men 'aud womeu were the 
teachers and how did they look at thew 
functions as teachers? They should set tor 
themselves sharper tests than the outward 
symbols of intelleciual success afiorded. Thei: 
first dwiy was to uphold iniellectual valaes in 
themselves, apart from examination successes, 
important as the latter were for founding 
careers.

LETTER FROM MR. HENRY, 


F., T.C.D.

i Sik,—May 1 be permitted to thank the 
Convocation of the National University for 
the iat Ep vs attitude it has taken 
up regardi raternisation with Trinit 
College, and which has been fittingly arí

to in your leading article of Saturday last 
and Monsignor Walsh for his clear an 


effective re-statement of the present official 
Catholic position? In Irish higher education 
there are two distinct ideals. One recognises 
orthodox Catholic theology as a necessary 
bound to one’s academic thinking and teach- 
ing; the other follows the argument whither- 
soever it leads, letting truth and falsehood 
grapple, believing that truth can never be 
= to the worse in a free and open encounter. 

hese aims have in the past proved too 
diverse to be combined in a single university, 
but need not be too far apart to allow, at all 
events in certain subjects, such matual co- 
Operation as obtains between the individual 
colie es of the Universities of Oxford and 
Cambridge. In many subjects—mathematics 
and physics, for example—the divergence is 
non-existent. ‘There is no Catholic mathe- 
matics or physics as such, though excellent 
work has been, and is being, done in Dublin 
by Catholic mathematicians and physicists. 
In most subjects it is obvious that the total 
number of honour students is insufficient to 
support a staff of lecturers each with special 
knowledge of his own branch of the subject, 
such as is found in London University. This 
being so, it would seem that the only possible 
solution is a mutual recognition by each 
university of the courses of the other. 

To some it may appear anomalous that the 
coming of the Free State should have 


the position of Trinity College. I think this 
admits of a simple explanation. The very 
fact that our position has been challenged has 
awakened in us a livelier sense of our oppor- 
tunities and our responsibilities. Our present 
prosperity is due to many causes—to the 
impartial administration of the Board, to the 
conscientious and efficient discharge of the 
senior offices by men whose intellects have 
been sharpened rather than dulled by the 
passing of the years, to the prudent husband. 
ing of the College financial resources, to the 
statesmanlike, tactful and urbane behaviour 
of our Dail representatives, to the devotion 
to the interests of individual pupils on the 
part of the professorial staff of departenente 
and of the body of tutors, and to our anxiety 
not only to train men and women, but to 
place them, when trained, in honourable 
positions either at home or abroad, as well as 
to the results of research published by a 
number of our workers. We are fortunate in 
possessing an intimate communal life both for 
teachers and students. We are happy in not 
being reft by politics, our traditional policy 
being temporarily obsolete. 

This prosperity has not been confined to 


us: it has been shared by the sister 
university. Jt is due to the general pro- 
gressive realisation that the citizen who does 


not possess a training almost up to university 
standard does not pull his weight in the boat, 
and is, in fact, a báin upon society. This 
fact is universally recognised in America, and 
is one of the secrets of the material prosperity 
of that country. Should not both Saorstat 
universities pull together in this matter, and 
together herald the return of our golden age 
of saints and scholars, when piety and sound 
learning should flourish and Dublin retake 
its position as a centre of intellectual, esthetic 
and moral culture for the world? May we 
not send forth missionaries (in the widest 
sense of the word) who will spread abroad to 
less enlightened countries the most effective 
methods of combating those three arch-foes 
of the human race—sin, disease and 
ignorance ? 

Unfortunately, the name of Trinity has 
been associated with a kind of social ag well 
as intellectual snobbishness which seems to 
underlie any bitterness which may characterise 
our inter-university rivalry. When I was 
simultaneously an undergraduate of T.C.D. 
and the R.U.I. I was present at a group 
Egan of the. latter, and over- 
ward a Trinity man describe the 
emotion of . some ragged urchins as 
“the interest of the unwashed in the 
semi-washed.” This gibe, being unoriginal, 
was. intolerable, and, perhaps, I offend even 
by relating it. There is no reason why the 
lad of peasant stock should not be as clean 
and wholesome in body and as noble in mind 
as the son of a hundred earls. Again, a 
famous Trinity divine and historian is 
credited with this gem of sermonising: “St. 
Peter was a dear good fellow—not, of course, 
the sort of man you could have asked to 
dinner.” Yet the Galilean and his few fisher. 
men conquered the world—not, of course, 
through the medium of exclusive dinner 
arties. These two incidents are necessary to 
illustrate the attitude which has made Trinity 
unpopular in the past, but which has now 
been dropped—as I trust, for ever. 

We are accused of being anti-national. Tf 
we are asked to cultivate a national—by 
which is meant an anti-British—policy, we 
must politely, but unequivocally, refuse. 
This anti-British spirit is anti-Christian: it 
is hardly sound paganism. It is antagonistic 
to the ideal of an extra-national Church. It 
is definitely anti-Catholic, as some of the best 
Britons are Catholics. It is contrary to the 
best economic teaching. It is disgracefully 
aa” Were a suitable leader to arise— 

e may be even now receiving his training at 
one of our universities—whose watchwords 
were sanity, Christianity, a closer rather 
than a looser connection with England as 
fellow-members of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, and a fixed determination to 
observe both the letter and spirit of the 
treaty which binds the two nations, te 
would easily outbid existing politicians eveu 
in the race for votes. Halcyon days are yet 
in store for Ireland when the present political] 
parties shall, along with the war clouds 
which engendered them, have melted into the 
infinite azure of the past. 

An isolated incident occurred recently 
which might have tended to bring us into 
conflict with the powers that be. It was 
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alleged that our students were somewhat, :w- 
transigeant in the matter of the anthem t 
be played at the reception of the Governor- 
General. A royal welcome may be inoppor- 
tune for political reasons, but only perverse- 
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ness would construe it as an insult. We 
considered that he was insulted, but not by 
us, in ee a pawn in the political 
ame. T.0.D. has done a good for 
the present Government and is ptepared to 
do a great deal more, but it is unwise iu 
expect the fierce idealism of youth to keep 
pose with the slow-moving chariot driven by 
he political jency of age It is tuo 
much to expect students to change the 
practice of three hundréd years to preve.il 
the Government from losing a few votes iv 
Clare or Kerry, This vote-catching is daily 
proclaiming the bankruptcy of democracy. 

e are not oblivious of the services 
rendered to order and stability by the pre- 
sent Government. We recognise the advi- 
tages of self-government, We believe that 
the existence of a legislative assembly in 
Dublin has done miich to quicken the politics] 
sense of our citizens, just as it did in the 
Greek City States and those of renascert 
Italy. We welcome the termination of blood. 
shed. In the troubled years of our nation‘! 
history since 1916 most of those who have 
taken the sword have already perished there. 
by, and any attempt to enforce a milita 'y 
régime or to use the mailed fist in place of 
the sweet persuasiveness of reason will pro- 
voke a less tragic, but no less inevitable, 
doom. At the same time we must rejoice 
that the response made to the Government's 
request to form an Officers’ Training Corps 
has been adequate even in the short time at 
our students’ disposal. A suitable C.O, has 
been nominated—an engineer, a sportsman, 
an athlete with experience of service under 
two military organisations. His adjutant 
might we be a man who has actually 
been in more direct contact with our students. 
Personally 1 am a “ pacifist.’’ I trust I do 
not lack courage either physical or moral, 
but I do not believe there is any conceivable 
combination of circumstances which justifies 
the taking of human life. My interest in war 
is frankly that of the schoolboy in the 
Sunday sermon—when is it likely to be over! 
1 have no interest whatever in killing other 
persons, and a very strong negative interest 
in other persons killing me. I have not the 
slightest desire to die for Ireland, though a 
lively wish to live for her; but, so long as 
the combatant services exist, just so long 
must a university fulfil its aim in providing 
instruction in military subjects. the technical 
portions of which can conveniently be vor- 


related with its own civilian teaching. 
The sense of discipline evolved during 
such a tfruining must be regarded 


as possessing positive value. I consider, how- 
ever, that U.T.C. cadets should be amateur, 
not professional soldiers, just as students in 
the medical and engineering schools are not, 
as a rule, yet members of their prospective 
professions. The conditions cf enlistment and 
the yearly grant specified by the present re- 
gulations cause a cadet definitely to forfeit, 
so to speak, his amateur status. 

It is our respect for the present Government 
that constrains us to point out the one. or 
two directions in which it seems to have 
deviated from the paths of sanity and common- 
sense—notoriously in the matter of compul- 
sory Irish. No doubt, the opponents of Irish 
have only themselves to blame. “The immedi- 
ate sneer which the very mention of the word 
brought to the face of the Anglicising Irish- 
man roused in the breast of the ardent 
patriot the grim determination which has 
made the present extraordinary position pos:- 
sible. All honour to the man who has spent 
laborious years in acquiring the colloquial 
language and sincerely believes it to be the 
natural instrument of culture for Irishmen. 
All honour to the scholar who is opening the 
shaft to a mine of inexhaustible wealth; but 
compulsion is quite a different thing.. As an 
educationalist, I must definitely assert that 
compulsory education in cultural subjects is 
roughly forty years out of date. At present 
the average secondary school pupil pursues 
the subject, as he did the compulsory Greek 
and Latin of a bygone generation, just up 
to that point at which further study would 
have begun to produce cultural results. I 
have no hesitation in saying that the trae 
national spirit would thrive better on a diet 
of early Irish history and folk-lore, even as 
the most perfect Greek spirit has been found 
in persons like Shakespeare, Keats and Swin- 
burne, who were acquainted with the language 
only through the medium of imperfect trans- 
lations, and not in the uninspired university 
or school pedant. 

In any case, words are only the symbols 
(except to the philologist) of ideas, and the 
teacher is more and more being regarded as 
an idea merchant. From the commercial. 
as well as the cultural, point of view, 
our boys and girls should study. some Irish. 
others German, Frencn, Spanish, Italian or 
Russian, which wonld bring us in spiritual 
contact with our great neighbours and help 
to form valuable business connections. 
Science, speaking a universal language, may 
be studied through any medium, or, if a 
coinmon medium be sought, we might employ 
non-inflected Latin, which is now being used 
in international scientific congresses. O ex- 
pect the Galway professors to teach science 
through the tty Gn of Irish is surely the last 
word in lunacy. In one case it will be re 
membered that the applicant with the best 
knowledge of the language, combined with 
the best record of original published work, 
was rejected. Such perverse inconsistency 
could only be displayed in a dying cause. No 
further imbecility can be conceived except 
that suggested by a distinguished colleague— 
that the inhabitants of the “‘ 7oo ” should, 
as compensation for their restricted habitat, 
receive the cultural recompense of being fed 
exclusively through the medium of Irish. 

Quite seriously, however, the inevitable re- 
action is near. Already Mr. de Valera could 
probably make himself master of the Dail by 
the simple expedient of dropping compulsion. 
I was in Co. Monaghan last September, and 
it would seem that the enthusiasm of the 
Vice-President of the Executive Council is 
very feebly echoed by his present con- 
stituents. The sentimentality of post-war 
years is giving place everywhere to a crude 
economic sanity which will prove iatal to the 
continuance of the present language policy. 
The boom is over, and before the slump 
comes both parties will try to anticipate one 
another in selling out. The teachers who 
have been trained at great pains and expense 
will be left to starve, their country having no 
further use for their services. The rational 
study of the language will be postponed for 
another generation—except, perhaps, in 
Trinity College, where it will be pursued 
without regard to possible political rever- 
berations.--Yours, etc., J. M. Hewary.

PRIMARY TEACHERS’ PENSIONS.

4 
think it well that the public should know 
that a solution of the present pension crux 
may be found whereby neither taxpayers nor 
teachers need be po Bs: to bear any such 
burden as £200,000. 
known that the deficiency about which there 
is at present so much agitation, and in con- 
nection with which the sum of £200,000 has 
been frequently mentioned, 1s a prospective 
deficiency. here is, in_ fact, no actual 
deficiency at the moment. The income of the 
Pension Fund for the year ended December 
Sist, 1928, exceeded the expenditure from 
the Fund by £10,500. | 
If the Government were to provide 
teachers’ pensions in the same way as the 
pensions of all other State-paid servants are 
provided, there would be no question of 
placing a burden of £200,000 on either tax- 
payers or teachers. The funding of the 
future liabilities in respect of teachers 
pensions is a principle which does not exist 
in regard to.any other State liability, and is 
totally out of accord with traditional financial 
ractice. True, the Fund was inherited from 
the British Government, but it was adopted 
by the British fifty years ago as a clever 
device to enable the British LTreasury to meet 
the demand for Irish teachers’ pensions 
entirely out of Irish money. At the time the 

Pension Fund was established no contribu- 

tion of any kind was made by the British 

Treasury to the Fund. ‘The pensions were

It was only some fifteen or twenty years 

afterwards that the Treasury were com elled 

to make small grants-in-aid to the Fund, and 

practically every five years or so since 1895 

we have been faced with a ' crisis or a 

‘‘ovux'’ of one kind or another, such as one 

never hears of in connection with the pensions 

paid to other servants of the State. 
In 1920 the British Government mtroduced 

a bill which, among other things, made pro- 

vision for the payment of teachers’ pensions 

in the same manner and on the same terms as 
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Government and the teachers, is 


gate to over £100,000 per annum. “Nó other 
htate-paid servant makes such a contribution. 
The teachers do not object to continue that 
payment. There is, in addition, an income 
of some £70,000 per annum from investmeris 
held on behalf of the Fund; and £27,000 comes 
from the original Church endowment. The 
Government grant-in-aid for the present year 
wes approximately £67,000. This latter sum 
is all that the taxpayer at the moment contri- 
butes towards teachers’ pensions, and it re- 
presents only 24 per cent. of tho total pension 
bill of the Irish Free State. 

As has beet pointed out, the income of the 
Find at present is more than sufficient to 
meet all claims for pension payments. ‘Lrue,, 
we have some four hundred old teachers try- 
ing to exist on pensions of less than £1 
per week, and, as these die off, their places 
are being taken by the new retirals who have 
better pensions. The total commitments for 
pensions will, therefore increase year by year 
until stabilisation is reached; but this yearly 
increase would be comparatively small, and 
more than a generation of teachers and tax- 
ayers would have passed to their reward 
vefore it could reach a total of anything like 
£200,000. Why should it be necessary to 
begin paying now a sum of £200,000 for no 
purpose but to ease the burden on the 
teachers and taxpayers of forty years hence? 
Financial purists may argue that provision 
should be made for the future. Apart trom 
the fact that this is a principle which, in the 
region of State finance, is applied only to 
teachers’ pensions, is there not a very pood 
case to be made in favour of letting the pre- 
sent generation of Free State taxpayers off 
at least some of their obligations to pos- 
terity? This generation has already been 
called on to bear extremely heavy burdens 
incidental to the establishment of a new 
State, and I can see no good reason in favour 
of putting a burden of £200,000 here and now 
either on the taxpayers or teachers of the 
present day merely to ensure that “no un- 
due burden” would fall on their successors 
in thirty or forty years time. 

The £200,000, according to the actuaries, 
must be paid for forty years in order to 
liquidate this prospective actuarial deficiency. 
At the end of that period the payment would 
cease and the country would then be relieved 
of that burden. I suggest we, of this genera- 
tion, have more than met our financial obliga- 
tion to future generations, and that there is 
no reason why we should now be asked to 
take on this additional hurden for the benefit 
of our grandchildren... In the meantime, of 
course, we shall have: paid off all the cost 
incidental to the setting up of our own 
Government, whether: in the way of compen- 
sation for destroyed buildings or for enforced 
or voluntary retirement from tha ”Státe ser- 
There is, on the whole, a nice prospect

DUBLIN’S STREET TRAFFIC. 

TO THE EVITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sirn,—Some motorists who have had 
experience of driving in cities other than 
Dublin will not agree entirely with * Quid. 
nunc’s’’ appreciation of the improvements 
in Dublin traffic. That there have been im- 
provements, both in regulations controlling 
traffic and in the conduct of vehicles, no one 
will deny ; but it would be well to defer the 
back-patting until the existing regulations 
are properly carried out and the thoughtless 
and careless road-users brought to consider 
others. The police evidently turn a blind 
eye to the host of infringements of the law, 
some merely technical, but others fraught 
with danger to the public, whereas, if they 
cautioned offenders whenever possible, taking 
names and addresses occasionally, fewer 
breaches of law and courtesy would le 
observed. 

A traffic jam in which two "buses, with 
other vehicles, were involved, held up Fleet 
street for twenty minutes recently, and not 
a policeman was visible. I have seen a ‘bus 
stuck in trying to turn out of Fleet street 
into a narrow side street; why are these 
huge vehicles allowed to use streets of w hich 
they occupy practically the whole width: 
Cars are parked on both sides of narrow 
streets. iwnoring the regulations and causing 
much inconvenience. ‘Buses pull up for pas 
sengers in the middle of the street on many 
occasions. Lighting regulations are ignored 
by many car-owners, and horse vehicles— 
often motors—may be seen with front 
light, instead of two indicating the width 
of the vehicle. and that one, as often as not, 
a blinding head light on the wrong (or near) 
side. Bright head-lamps should be prohibited 
in well-lit city streets, as they are in other 
Trams should be fitted with rear- 
view mirrors for the use of their drivers, 
who, with thei conductors, should be in 
structed to acknowledge the existence of other 
road-users. The conduct of drivers of these 
cumbersome vehicles does not appear to have 
advanced since the days of horse trams.

This could 
be done by directing North bound traffic from 
Grafton street to proceed up College Green 
with the Dame street stream for a few yards, 
and then to circle towards Westmoreland 
street. Trams would have a new loop line 
laid down to enable them to accomplish the 
circle, so as to le-ve the other side free for 
South-bound traffic to sort itself into streams 
for Grafton street and Dame street respec 
tively. the Dame street stream mingling with 
that from Grafton street. ' 

Mr. J. X. Murphy s suggestion to bridge 
over the Liffey, good as it is, would not he 
required if local ‘bus services were made to 
run through the city to a turning place out- 
side it, instead of using the quays as termini. 
Thus, a "bus route from Dalkey could run to 
Killester or Drumcondra and back aga'n, ete. 
Fixed stopping places should be arranged at 
convenient spots, and no halts other than 
these should be permitted, and the routes 
should be allotted so that they are distributed 
over the different Liffey bridges, instead of 
over one or two, causing congestion on these. 
Long-distance "buses could be allowed to park 
on the open space between the Custom House 
and “Rá place for, say, thirty minutes 
before their starting time, and permanent 
starting places and times, indicated by 
notices, would reduce confusion. 

Many reforms, such as these, are possible 
within’ the existing powers, and, no doubt, 
coming legislation will provide others; but to 
my mind the prime necessity is a spirit of 
co-operation among road-users. We _ have 
heard of the formation of a ‘‘ Safety First 
organisation, although so far their activities 
have not been manifest. There is too much 
“Me First” among Dublin drivers, and 
this body might apply its first efforts to 
educating drivers of all classes into the ways 
of facilitating traffic conditions. Our traffic 
policemen are splendid, bat without the in 
telligent assistance of those whom they con- 
trol their efforts are very much handicapped.

ule 5, to whom shares. have been allotted, 
liable (a) in respect of the amount (if any) 
unpaid on such shares, (b) in respect of an 
ran ype number of loan guarantee shares ; 
(5) is any such person as in the last query 
mentioned entitled to a refund of any money 
rey by such person on the shares allotted to 
him or her; (6) are persons who have de- 
posited sums with the Society at interest 
entitled to set off the amount of such deposit 
remaining due, with interest, against any 
such sums as may be owing from such per- 
sons to the Society-—-(a) where the deposit 
was made before the exhaustion of the bor- 
rowing bun oí the Society, (b) where the 
powers had been. previously exhausted; (7) 
are persons who lent money to the Society 
at dates subsequent to the borrowing powers 
of the Society being exceeded entitled to 
prove as ereditors of the Society for the 
money so lent? 

Counsel said that the most important qués- 
tions were the first three. This Society was 
one of those co-operative societies registered 
under the Industrial and Provident Societies 
Act, 1893, and was registered on 19th June, 
1914. It was one of those societies of which 
the Irish Agricultural Organisation Society 
was the parent, and worked under the rules 
of the parent Society. In this case the rules 
had been adopted sn globo. One of the rules 
provided for a banking account, and the 
Society had as its bankers in Fermoy the 
Munster and Leinster Bank. Under Rule 24 
the Committee were authorised to obtain 
loans for the purposes of the Society from 
members or other persons on security to the 
extent of £10,000. On the 2nd March, 1920, 
the hank advanced money to the Society 
under an arrangement which entitled the 
Society to borrow up to £25,000, but there 
was no change in Rule 24, which limited the 
horrowing up to £10,000. As a matter of 
fact, the Society owed the bank close on 
£28,000. The bank had as security for their 
advances a deposit of title deeds of the 
Society's premises, most of which, if not all, 
had been purchased with money which the 
bank advanced. In addition, the bank had 
the security of a guarantee given by a num: 
ber of members, and the question was 
whether or not the guarantors could sav that 
they could not be liable for anything 
beyond the sum of £10,000, the amount 
to which borrowing -was limited under 
Rule 24, It was" necessary tha the 
Society should realise what assets it 
could, and the ifficulty arose regarding what 
calls the liquidator was entitled to make ‘on 
the shareholders, The Society had two 
classes of shares: ordinary shares and loan 
guarantee shares, which were intended to 
provide for the payment of the Society's 
debts. The Society never issued any loan 
guarantee shares, and a question that the 
liquidator raised was whether, at this time 
of day, after a winding-up order had been 
made, he could draw up a list of contribu- 


tories for loan guarantee shares equal to the 


| number of ordinary shares that the contribu- 


tories had 
_ Mr. Justice Johnston—If that proposition 
is successful members will have to pay up the 
amount unpaid on their ordinary shares, and 
also the amount of the other shares that they 
are deemed to have demanded. 

The arguments had not concluded when 
the Court rose, and the further hearing was 
adjourned until to-day.

ACTION AGAINST HEALTH BOARD 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

An order was made against the County 
Kerry Board of Health to carry out a con- 
tract into which they had entered with Mrs. 
Emma Leonora Quinnell and Edwin Wilson, 
Leebrook, and the Spa, Tralee, for the pur- 
chase of a mansion house and lands at Eden- 
burn, Farranfore, at £4,000, with a view to 
providing a sanatorium within their juris- 
diction for the treatment of tuberculosis. The 
defendants received time until May Ist next 
for the payment of the money, as they were 
without funds for the purpose until their 
estimates were approved by the County Coun- 
cil and the rates atMick “and “eólleCtad. 

Mr. FitzGerald, K.C), for the defendants, 
stated that there was no defence in law to 
the action, and explained that the. delay in 
the execution of the agreement with the plain- 
tiffs was due to the action of the County 
Council, who would not provide a loan to 
meet their expenditure, or place the money 


at the disposal “of the Board” of 
Health to equip a sanatorium upon 
the site which had ben acquired 
from the plaintiffs.

A TIPPERARY APPEAL.

Whatever may be the result of 
loose talk about Dominion status for 
India, there is no doubt that the 
Viceroy’s, tour of ‘the native States 
can produce nothing but good.

The Rugby Game. 


Yesterday afternoon, at Lansdowne road, 
Cambridge University defeated Dublin 
University by eleven points to seven 
points. The result is immaterial. Those 
who were present enjoyed the spectacle of 
a vigorous and clean-fought game, which 
maintained all the ‘traditions of the 
greatest of sports. It is a pity, however, 
that the crowd was not larger. This 
annual fixture between Ireland’s premier 
University and the representatives of the 
Cam or the Isis ought to be, after the 
international. matches, the event of the 
Rugby football year. Nevertheless, it is 
impossible to blink the fact that yester- 
day the public interest was confined to a 
small section of the populace. The creation 
of a ' Rugby ” crowd is a very desirable 
thing. Although it may lend itself to 
the facile wit of those who seek to bolster 
up their physical shortcomings by jeers 
at the “ muddied oaf,’’ it is in times of 
stress the bulwark of a nation’s sanity. 
One of England’s best products is the 
‘Twickenham crowd,” and even the 
French have described it as “ La foule la 
plus sportive du monde.” This community 
has been achieved solely by a devotion to 
university sport—a contention which 1s 
proved by the very different atmosphere 
that prevails on the Rugby fields of the 
West and North of England where the 
traditions have another basis. We should 
like to sce the tours of the British 
University Rugby XV.’s extended in their 
scope, so that true sport, the only real 
ambassador, might have an opportunity 
to achieve that understanding between 
two nations that can be reached in no 
other way.

THE JURY’S FINDING. 
The jury, after nearly an hour and a 
half’s deliberation, answered the judge’s 
questions in the affirmative, and found <n 
favour of the will. 
The Lord Chief Justice said that, in his 
view, the evidence all pointed the one way. 
He did not want to waste the estate in 
litigation; therefore, he would put two 
further questions to the jury :— 
“Was ‘R 5’ printed on the will form 
at the time it was sold in the ordinary 
course of trade? ’’ 
“ Does ‘R 5’ mean 1928? ”’ 
Mr. Pringle, on behalf of the plaintiff, 
objected -to the further questions, and 
the Lord Chief Justice said that he would 
take a note of the objection. 


“ VERDICT WRONG.” 

The jury answered the further ques- 
tions—that they found that the mark 
“ R-5” was on the document at the time 
that it was sold, Lut they did not know 
if it meant 1928. 
‘The Lord Chief Justice ordered that all 
documents in evidence in the case be im- 
pounded, pending the next trial. It might 
eventually reach the Attorney-General or 
the Chief Crown Solicitor, i. . 
Mr. Pringle formally asked for judg- 
ment, and Mr. Campbell opposed. 
The Lord Chief Justice said that he 
could not possibly give judgment, because 
he believed that the whole verdict was 
wrong, and he would so report. He was 
sorry to have to say that for.the first time 
before a Belfast jury. He would leave 
either party to move in the Court of 
Appeal for judgment.

FIRE IN BELFAST 
PREMISES.

PLANT AND MACHINERY 
DESTROYED. 


A tremendous blaze was caused in 
Belfast last night by a fire which occurred 
on the premises of Messrs, Jones Brothers 
and Daley, Ltd., boxmakers, of Ormeau 
avenue. For two hours the firemen had 
a stern fight before they were able to 
bring the outbreak under control. The 
portion of the building in which the fire 
originated was full of valuable plant and 
wood-working machinery, and this was 
completely. destroyed. . One fireman, 
James Brennan, of Whitla .street, was 
struck. by a piece of spouting dislodged 
from the building and had to be taken 
to the Royal Victoria Hospital, where he 
was detained. 

Three horses on the premises were 
rescued with some difficulty. At one end 
of the building were a number. of. barrels 
of oil, and most of these were removed to 
safety before the fire reached the place 
where they were stored. Several barrels 
exploded with loud reports,‘ and. the 
result added greatly to the spectacular 
nature of the outbreak. The damage 1s 


estimated at between £15,000 and £20,000.

REJECTION MOVED. 


CONSERVATIVE ATTITUDE. 


Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister moved the 
rejection of the bill. He said that 
obviously the Government had no inten- 
tion of repealing the Eight Hours Act, 
and he congratulated them on the fact, 
because it was far better in the national 
interest to break a pledge than to break 
an industry. The question which they, 
as an opposition, had to ask themselves, 
was whether the bill was absolutely 
necessary, and did it do for the industry 
what the industry could not do for itself? 
Could the industry reduce the hours of 
working and maintain the present rate of 
wages? He doubted it; and he further 
doubted whether the National Board 
would serve any useful purpose. 

He twitted the Government on introducing 
a bill, the first part of which was a com- 
plete negation of Free Trade, and was, in 
fact, a most extreme form of protection. 
Their marketing scheme he characterised as 
a price-fixing scheme, which did not in any 
way safeguard the public. Apparently at 
the National Board the lion and the lamb 
were to Jie down together, and he had no 
doubt they would lunch together. But, 
where in all this scheme was there anything 
to ensure that there would be economy in 
the distribution or the sale of coal? A 
that the bill did was to encourage the coal 
industry to raise the price without economis: 
ing. ‘he only way of restoring prosperity 
to the industry was along the path of 
efficiency, and it was because the bill did 
not lead them along that path that he moved 
its. rejection, 

The most effective critic of the bill was 
Sir Herbert Samuel (Liberal), who was Chair- 
man of the Royal Commission in 1926. He 
had little to say in regard to that part of 
the bill which deals with the working hours. 
the terms seven hours’ day or eight hours’ 
day, he suid, were meaningless, as there never 
hed been a seven hours’ day in the mines, 
and there was not now an eight hours’ day. 
Nor was he much concerned with the gues- 
tion of wages. The crux of the whole 
watier lay in the fact that there were too 
many producing units, and the con¢jusion of 
the Royal Commission was that those units 
should be concentrated. The Commission 
ulso recommended that the minerals should 
pass into. the possession of the State, and 
that compulsory powers should be taken for 
amalgamations. 

His complaint against the present bill was 
that there was no effective power to secure 
such amalgamations. He followed this up 
by putting a series of questions to the Go- 
vernment, which he desired should be 
answered before the second day's debate. 
They were :— 

1—Is it proposed to introduce clauses in 
Committee to establish the principle of com- 
pulsory amalgamations ” 

2—Are the Government prepared to make 
the provision with regard to the marketing 
quota temporary, merely to tide over a diffh- 
cult period ?”

- THE VITAL GLAUSE. 

He said that he did not propose to cover 
the whole field of the bill. As an Irishman 
once said: “ The most important clause in 
the bill is the clause that is not there.”’ 
(Laughter.) The vital clause in the bill, 
as it seemed to him, was that dealing with 
the standard tonnage and quota. No one 
was to be permitted to produce a ton more 
than the allowed quota, unless he could pur- 
chase some other person’s quota. He saw 
a a danger in that. The bill was the 
endowment of the inefficient.. It was not 
rationalisation, but de-rationalisation. 

He believed in amalgamation, but he 
believed in amalgamation at a commercial 
price, This bill meant amalgamation at a 
highly inflated price. It might pay to give 
an organ-grinder sixpence to go away from 
outside your window, but if the organ- 
grinder had a statutory right to grind the 
organ outside your window it would cost you 
a great deal more. (Laughter.) 

Mr. J. de Rothschild characterised the bill 

as a legalised form of blackmail; but, he 
said, the amateur wag on the Labour 
henches were bound to fail if they thought 
that they could hold up forty million people. 
(Laughter. ) 
_ Mr. Ben Turner, Minister of Mines, reply- 
ing to the questions put to the Government 
by Sir Herbert Samuel, said that the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade thought that he 
had sufficient powers under existing legisla- 
tion to compel amalgamations of mining con- 
cerns. If this was not the case, he would 
amend the bill in Committee. With regard 
to the suggestion that the marketing pro- 
visions should be made temporary, the reply 
was that marketing schemes would be neces- 
sary, even if large-scale amalgamations were 
carried out. If the Commissioners reported 
otherwise, the necessary changes would be 
made when the legislation required was be- 
fore the House. Valuations for the purpose 
of ions would be based on t 
values, but the Government was definitely of 
opinion that there would be no added values 
in consequence of the bill. In any case, the 
Commissioners would have to report on the 
principle of valuation, and they would have 
r rd ¢o this, among other considerations.

Justice Bill, 1929, 

Mr, DOHERTY (íor Col. Moore) moved an. 
amendment the effect of which would be to 
limit the duration of the Act to one year, 
instead of two yeats.

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, explained that the two years’ limit 
was put in the bill so that by that time a 
Committee of the Dail and Senate would 
have inquired into and presented a report on 
the working of the courts, and upon that. 

As 
the law stood at present a substitute for a 
judge who became il] could not be appointed, 
and there this Act was necessary. 

On: the undertaking of the Minister that 
the legislation promised would not be 
delayed, the amendment was withdrawn, and 
the Committee stage of the bill was com- 
pleted.

GAELTACHT HOUSING 
BILL. 


CONDITIONS OF GRANTS. 

On the Committee stage of the Housing 
(Gaeltacht) Bill, 1929, 

Mr. CONNOLLY moved an amendment 
which would enable those who got grants or 
loans under the bill to keep cows in the out- | 
houses. He pointed out that the bill only 
permitted the keeping of poultry and pigs. 
These people should be allowed to keep a cow 
if they could afford to do so. 

Mr. O'CONNOR and Mr. 
supported the amendment. 

The MINISTER FOR LANDS AND 
FISHERIES (Mr. Fionan Lynch) said that 
there was no restriction as to keeping cows. 
Their desire was to build as many dwelling- 
houses as they could out of the £250,000. ir 
they erected cow-houses there would be fewer 
houses for the people. They had no objection 
to people keeping cows, but the Department 
of Agriculture believed that poultry and pigs 
would he the most profitable stock in the 
circumstances of the people. 

The amendment was lost by 21 yotes to 
18 votes 

Mr, CONNOLLY |. (Fianna Fail) moved an 
amendment to provide that no building or im- 
provement grant would be made to any 
person (a) who was in receipt of a salary or 
pension other than old age pension or dis- 
ability allowance exceeding £25 per annum; 
or (b) whose household income exceeds £52 
per annum; or (c) the poor law valuation of 
whose holding exceeds £10. The purpose of 
the amendment, he said, was to secure that 
the most deserving of the poor should be 
provided for as far as possible. There was 
only a total grant of £250,000 under the bill, 
and that had to cover a fairly wide area. 
Consequently vers few houses would be built 
or rebuilt in each section of the Gaeltacht. 
He would like, too, to prevent anything in 
the way of grants from being given through 
the influence of local politicians or other in- 
fluence. 

Dr. GOGARTY said that there was no 
part of the country more'in’ need of relief 
work than the Gaeltacht, which was a breed- 
ing ground for tuberculosis. That was caused 
by bad housing, and the moment they im- 
proved housing economies would be effected 
in other directions. The giving of grants 
should be consequent on the medical con- 
demnation of a house. 

Mr. COMYN (F.F.) said that the worst 
houses belonged to the poorest people, and 
it was these people that ought to be relieved 
first. The grant could not always follow on 
the medical condemnation of a house, because 
at least twenty-five per cent of the houses 
in the Gaeltacht would be condemned but 
for the fact that the medical men knew that 
there was no alternative accommodation, 

Mr. O'FARRELL (Labour); while agreeing 
with the spirit of the amendment, said that 
Section B of it would penalise the hard- 
working industrious man as against the lazy 
man. 

Mr. CONNOLLY said that in fixing an 
amount for the household income he desired 
to prevent abuse through, say, sons or other 
members of the family having pensions, 
alth agh the householder himself might not 
have any income. In old age pensions’ cases 
a person had been known to transfer pro- 
party to other members of his family in 
order to get the old age pension. 
- Bir E. COEY BIGGER said that the 
amendment took no account of the size of a 
family, on which a great deal depended as 
regards fixing a limit of income. 

MINISTER'S SYMPATHY. 

Mr. F. LYNCH, Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, said that he was in complete 
harmony with the spirit of the amendment, 
but he had no doubt that the provisions of 
the bill as it stood were sufficient guarantee 
that what Senator Connolly was aiming at 
would be achieved. — He pointed out that 
preference must be given first to a household 
where Irish was the normal spoken language; 
that the existing house must be unfit for 
habitation, and also that the grants should 
be given where the valuations were lowest.

The grant would 
give only about 3,000 houses altogether, and 
steps should be taken to ensure that the 
people with the lowest incomes in the areas 
should be served first. 

Mr. FARREN said that they could not tie 
the grant dowh to a figure of income, be- 
cause what might be a fair income for a 
man and wife might be a miserable income 
for a man with a wife and ten children. They 
could only trust that those who administered 
the Act would see that the most deserving 
cases were dealt with first. 

On the motion of Mr. O'DOHERTY, the 
consideration of the amendment was post- 
poned till the Report stage. 


GRANTS FOR PIGGERIES. 


Mr. ROBINSON; moved an amendment to 
increase the grabt for the erection of 
piggeries from £5 to £20. It would, he said, 
ave the effect of making it possible for the 
people to better their condition, as well as 
of improving their dwellings. 

Mr, JOHNSON said that the need for 
houses was greater than the need for 
piggeries. The money would be better spent 
in increasing the grant for the people's 
dwellings. 

Mr. LYNCH, Minister for Lands and 
Fisheries, said that he would prefer to see 
the housing grant increased, if there were to 
be any increase, but £80 for a house was 
adequate. 

The amendment was rejected. 

Mr. O'DOHERTY moved an amendment to 
Section 11, the effect of which, he said, 
would be that after the requirements of 
certain areas in the Gaeltacht had been 
attended to in the matter of housing, certain 
ciher areas adjoining them should receive 
attention and be given a pieference. The 
Senate, he said, should be in favour of the 
allocation of money according to the original 
intentions of those who conceived the bill, 
and those whose enthusiasm forced the 
measure into being. It would be a terrible 
thing if the Act committed itself to the 
spending of £250,000, with preference being 
given to the Irish-speaking districts. 

In his amendment, to the schedule he had 
made a more scientific analysis of the figures 
of the 1926 census than had been made in 
the schedule to thé bill as it stood. He gave 
i three different columns the electoral 
divisions in the Gaeltacht. ‘The first column 
contained the names of the electoral divisions 
in which 80 per cent. or more of the in- 
habitants were Irish speakers. The second 
column gave the names of the divisions in 
which 25 per cent. to 80 per cent. of the 
people were Irish speakers, and in which the 
vaiuation averaged not more than 21s. per 
head; and in the third column were the names 
of the divisions not mentioned in columns one 
and two, but which were denoted in the 
Report of the Gaeltacht Commission as Lrish- 
speaking districts. He explained. that the 
amendment would guarantee that the applica- 
tion of the preference would not depend on 
chance. but would be definitely regulated. 

Mr. T. JOHNSON supported the amend- 

ment. He said that his chief concern was to 
refrain from misleading the people, and he 
believed that the schedule as it stood in the 
bill at’ present was calculated to mislead a 
large number of people, because it con- 
tained five hun fed district electoral 
divisions, to which the Minister himself 
told them he did not expect the bill to have 
any application. He thought that the 
amendment would remove that misunder- 
standing and deception. 
' Mr. J. C. DOWDALL opposed the amend- 
ment, though he admitted that the schedule 
in the Dill was misleading. He pointed out 
that Ballingeary, Co, Cork, which was Irish. 
Speaking, was not included in the first pre- 
ference. He suggested that a  scientilic 
schedule should be pre ared for the bill. 

Mr. M. COMYN, K.C., supporting the 
amendment, said that he felt that first pre- 
ference should be given to the Irish-speaking 
districts, according to the number of areas 
specified in the schedule to the bill. Each 
distriat electoral division would get only 
£400. 

The MINISTER FOR LANDS AND 
FISHERIES could not accept the amendment. 
He said that the schedule was the most 
scientific that could be framed with the in- 
formation that they had at their disposal. 
The provisions and overriding clauses in the 
bill would make the amendment umneces. 
sarv. ‘The schedule in the bill enabled them 
to deal with isolated cases of hardship. 

Senator O’Doherty’s amendment was re- 
jected by 26 votes to 10. 

On the motion that Section 11 stand part 
of the bill, 

Mr. JOHNSON asked the Minister to in- 
form the House what exactly he had in 
mind in the expenditure of the £275, which 
it. was estimated would be the value of the 
standard house. On the generally accepted 
assumption that fifty per cent, would be for 
labour and fifty per cent. for material, it 
would mean that there: would be £137 10s. 
for labour and the same amount for material. 
It seemed to him that they could not at these 
rates expect that many houses of the 
standard type would be built, and that moat 
of the money would be spent in improve- 
ments only. ' 

The MINISTER explained that the bill 
provided for a grant of £80, and a loan of 
£80, where a standard house was built. The 
object of the bill was to. help ‘people who 
helped themselves. The estimate of £275, 
as the cost of the standard house, was made 
up as follows ‘£50 for what was known as 
the work of a handy man, for twenty-five 
weeks, at £2 a-week; £130 for the material 
that would have to be bought outside the 
local material, and £95, estimated as the cost 
of the loeal material, and the labour of the 
man himself who was to occupy the house. 
The vittue’ of the bill lay in its elasticity, 
so that it wotild meet the requirements of 
different types of people. 

The Section (11) was passed. 

The Committee stage was completed, and 
the report stage’ will taken to-day. 


HEALTH INSURANCE.

Mr. O'Farrell moved an amendment pro-

RABBIS AND RABBIT FUR. 

With 160. eatries from all parts of Ireland 
and a few in the skin classes from England, 
the rabbit section was easily the outstanding 
feature of to-day’s show. A Ballymoney ex- 
hibitor, Miss M. H. Pollock, carried off no 
fewer than five prizes with a splendid sable 
Siamese » buck, which included among his 
honours thé cup and special for best fur 
rabbit, special for best Siamese sable and 
special for the best brown rabbit in the show. 

Captain Brumwell, who judged this section, 
told me, in the course of an interview, that 
he was agreeably surprised at the high standard 
of the rabbits exhibited. ‘‘ Although there 
was a weak ‘tail,’ the best of the rabbits 
shown,” he said, ‘‘ were rather better than 
I should have seen had I been judging at a 
show of a similar kind in England. In my 
opinion, so long as Irish rabbit-breeders pro- 
duce stock of the kind, which it has heen my 
rivilege to judge, there is a good future for 
breeding animals which will supply the market 
with beautiful natural pelts. 

“The whole world knows that when the 
Irish people set their minds on aS 
stock they can do it most successfully, While 
many people, especially in Ireland, are in- 
clined to look down upon the rabbit as in- 
significant, I am slanted to see that there are 
a certain number of people who have taken 
up pelt-production seriously. 

“ Onfortunately, both in England and 
in Ireland there has been a i quantity of 
inferior skins produced. This has tended to 
harm rabbit-breeders, for the reason that the 
low-grade skins have passed into the hands 
of second-rate furriers, and the garments 
made from them have. done no credit to the 


wearers. 
‘ Accordingly, there has been a very heavy 
slump in the fur trade generally, with the 
result that rabbit breeders have been unable 
to obtain a sufficient return for the money 
and labour put into the work. Temporarily, 
therefore, the industry has received a certain 
set-back, but, as soon as the heavy stocks of 
inferior pelts have been moved, I have not 
the least doubt that rabbit-breeders will 
again obtain remunerative prices for their 
products.”’ 
VALUE OF THE FURS. 
Turning to the value of rabbit fur skins, 
Captain Brumley said—‘‘ The skins taken 
from wild animals are extremely expensive 
and only within the means of rich people. 
Up to now those who required garments at 
more :oderate prices have been compelled to 
purchase garments made from rabbit skins 
which have been dyed. In the first place, the 
manufacture of these low-grade skins is 4 
foreigu industry. It is now possible to buy 
inoderately- priced garments made from beauti- 
ful natural rabbit skins, which are not only 
far more elegant than the dyed. article, but 
are also within the means of the ordinary 
purchasing public, I think that Irishwomen 
would be doing a patriotic work in purchasin 
these beautiful skins- which have been raise 


in their own country. 

‘Tn a walk down Grafton street 99 
cent, Es the garments I see are either im- 
ported or the skins from which they are 
madé are imported, and a very: large 7 
portion of this external expenditure could be 
avoided by the use of home-grown furs.”

ALL NIGHT FIGHT

The fire brigade and all the Civie Guard 
stations were telephoned for, and the Civic 
Guards from three stations at once arrived, 
and worked all night to render the adjoining 
containers safe. Meanwhile effective measures 
had been taken by Captain Edmonds and his 
four workmen, who at length succeeded in 
flooding the valves: to the containers, and 
thus caused the fire to subside.

FATAL FALL FROM 
SCAFFOLD. 


PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES 


CRITICISED. 


Dr. Byrne and a jury held an inquest yester- 
day at Mercer’s Hospital, Dublin, on John 
Dennis, Hawthorne avenue, North Strand, who 
died on Saturday following injuries received by 
falling from.a scaffolding while engaged in 
the construction of a building for Messrs. 
Burton at the corner of Dame street and 
South Great George’s street. 

Inspector O'Callaghan represented the 
Civic Guard; Mr. R. Donnelly, Inspector of 
Factories, represented the Department of 
Industry and Commerce; Mr. Sean 
O hUadhaigh, solicitor, appeared for the 
next-of-kin, and Dr. M. Good, solicitor, repre- 
sented the contractor. 

Mrs. Annie Dennis identified the body as 
that of her husband, aged forty, who was 
employed as a labourer by Messrs. J. and P. 
Good, contractors. 

Thomas Noble, the contractor’s foreman, 
stated that the deceased man was employed 
at the taking of boxes from the ground 
floor to the second storey of the building. 
He tied two boxes together, and then at- 
tached them to the crane. After this Dennis 
went upstairs, and witness heard a thud 
and saw him lying on the floor. Every in- 
struction was given necessary for the safety 
of the men. He could not suggest any im- 
provement in the method adopted. He was 
attended to at once and brought to hospital. 

In reply to Mr. OhUadhaigh, he stated 
that a more substantial platform could have 
been erected. The only explanation he could 
give of the accident was that when Dennis 
placed the planks on the brace the brace 
gave way. 

To Mr. Good—He was in charge of works 
for seventeen years, and in this job the best 
class of method was adopted for the space 
at their disposal. The deceased man was a 
labourer skilled at the work of erecting a 
platform for carpenters to work. 

Thomas Cooper stated that he saw Dennis 
crossing a plank between the window and a 
scaffolding. Some boxes were being lowered, 
and witness went to get a wedge. He next 
saw the deceased man and the boxes falling 
f the ground. 

The Coroner asked why should Dennis have 
been allowed to go out on a temporary stay. 

Dr. Good said that that was a very nice 
question, and the deceased man had no right 
to f° there. 

Witness, in reply to Dr. Good, said that he 
could not say whether Dennis fell from the 
ledger or the temporary plank. 

Denis Deegan stated that on Thursday night 
he had a conversation with Dennis, who said 
that the system of working on the job was 
not good, and sooner or later someone would 
be hurt. | 

Dr, Good expressed sincere regret on behalf 
of the ‘contractors, who regarded Dennis as a 
first-class. workman. A suggestion had been 
made that no proper method or control was 
exercised on the job, but there was not a 
scintilla of evidence to justify such a state. 
ment. On the contrary, every precaution 
“as taken, and instructions were given by 
exilled men as to the carrying out of the 
work. The deceased man must have 
nn cas the warning of the carpenter in 

pec oing on the temporary plank. 

Mr. O hUadhaigh said that age to do 
his duty to the widow and children of the 
deceased man, who would be entitled by law 
to £3500, but if negligence was proved 
against the employer there was no limit to 
the compensation to be given the dependents. 
It was remarkable how the deceased man 

said that he was dissatisfied with the 
method of scaffolding on the job. 

The Coroner said that he had been advised 
by the Inspector of Factories that everything 
on the building was all right. 

The jury found that the deceased man died 
from shock and hemorrhage, following in- 
juries received by accidentally falling off the 
scaffolding, and expressed the opinion that 
‘sufficient precautions had not been taken.

POSSIBLE EFFECT ON ARGENTINE 
RAILWAYS. 

This regrettable development is an adverse 
point for English-owned companies operating 
in the Argentine; for a lower exchange 
means that they will lose when remitting 
earnings for interest and dividend payments, 
and in the past Argentine railway companies 
have sometimes had to allocate quite a con- 
siderable portion of revenue to represent the 
difference in exchange. In the same way the 
service of thé Argentine Government external 
debt will be more costly. It is hoped that 
the closing of the Buenos Ayres conversion 
office will be only a temporary measure, but 
it is pointed out that a policy of supporting 
the exchange by artificial means is to 
deprecated. The only satisfactory remedy for 
the position which appears to have arisen 
is a substantial increase in the exports of 
Argentina. In the Stock Exchange yesterday 
the importance of the news did not appear 
io be fully realised; for the fall in Argentine 
Government Bonds was quite moderate, 
‘hough the Railway Stocks were flat. Speak- 
ing of Argentina, the Chairman of the Bank 
of London and South America, at yesterday's 
meeting, took a hopeful view of the outlook. 
The smaller volume of the cereal crops this 
vear, he said, has caused a reaction in busi- 
ness, which will probably be felt for some 
nonths to come, but in view of the good 
seasons of the past few years, nothing in the 
nature of a crisis need be expected. He 
characterised the outflow of gold from the 
country as merely a fulfilment of the purpose 
for which the metal had been accumulated ; 
for obviously it is more economical to regu- 
late exchange by a shipment of gold than 
io have recourse to the raising of loans 
ubroad at a time when fresh borrowing is 
not easy. The potentiality of the country 
and its resources, be added, are real, and 
in the steady and ever-increasing growth of 
ihese it is only to be expected that credit

OPERATIONS. 
In the report there is set out a summarised 
analysis of the loans issued up to October 31. 
The point I would direct your attention to 
particularly is the average amount per loan 
issued, which is as low as £121. You will 
see also that the vast bulk of the loans in 
point of number are individually less than 
£500. This position makes for a broad, 
stable and safe basis in our lending opera- 
tions. Moreover, our loans are distributed 
all over the Free State and amongst every 
class of farmer. | would mention two other 
factors of safety in our business, The first 
is that in no case do we make a loan on 


the security of a MM, of land for 
an amount exceeding per’ cent. 
of its present market value. In point of 


fact, the vast majority of our loans represent 
a sum substantially less than 50 per cent. of 
the present market value of the land charged 
us security. The second factor of safety is the 
provision that every loan we issue, without a 
single exception, is repayable by yearly or 
half-yearly instalments. 
In connection with this side of our busi- 
ness, you will be interested in the following 
items of information, The first is as regards 
our collections. ‘This year we have had two 
substantial collections of interest and instal- 
ments on loans, one on April 50 and the other 
on October 31. Of the amount due in the 
first collection, 82 per cent. had been paid by 
the due date, 98 per cent. within a fortnight 
after the due date, and: 99} per cent. within 
a month of the due date. Of the second 
collection, 88. per cent. had been received by 
the due date, 95 per cent. within a fortnight 
after the due date, and 98 per cent. within a 
month of the due date. hese figures ma 
or may not be a good criterion as regards 
future collections; at least, they make an 
excellent beginning. 
The second item to which I referred just 
now relates to a sample inspection of our 
borrowers which we conducted during the 
year. We sent our regular inspectors on 
surprise visits to a large number of farmers 
throughout the Free State who had already 
received loans from the Corporation. We 
received detailed reports from our inspectors 
in each case, and I am able to state that the 
results far exceeded our expectations. The 
vast majority of the reports were, indeed, 
unusaally encouraging. They showed us that 
not only were we proceeding on the right 
lines, but also, what is no Jess important, 
that the Corporation's loans were very 
materially helping to place the farmers in a 
sounder position. 
Before leaving the question I should like 
to state briefly our general policy as regards 
the granting of loans. The first essential is 
that the borrower must offer security which 
is within the limits laid down in our Act and 
in ovr articles of assdéciation. The question 
of security, however, is by no means the only 
consideration. No Jess important is the 
cheracter of the borrower and his capacity to 
pay. By character I do not mean merely a 
reputation for honesty. By character I mean 
also that the farmer should understand his 
business and should be industrious. Capacity 
to pay implies that it should appear from the 
general circumstances of an applicant that 
the giving of a loan is calculated to improve 
his position, and that he will be reasonably 
uble to meet the half-yearly payments on the 
loan as they fall due, in addition to his 
other commitments.

The time seems ripe, therefore, when the 
Government should consider putting on a 
stock with a lower nominal interest rate, 
say, a 43 per cent. stock. One ‘cannot help 
thinking that to put on another 5 per cent. 
stock—ospecially if a short-dated stock—would 
have the effect of pegging Free State credit 
indefinitely on a per cent. basis, which 
would make it difficult for other borrowers in 
the Free State to take full advantage of any 
betterment in our national credit. 

The present trend in values of first-class 
fixed-interest stocks appears to be definitely 
on the up-grade. There has been recently an 
international collapse in Stock Exchange 
speculation of unparallelled magnitude. Un- 
like the boom of 1919-20, the recent specula- 
tion was confined almost exclusively to the 
Stock Exchanges. Commodity prices were 
not affected; on the contrary, they were 
trending downward during the Stock Ex- 
change fever. Hence on this occasion there 
is unlikely to be left over any large volume 
of frozen banking credit, with the conse- 
quence that a free and rapid flow of funds 
into first-class investment stocks may be 
looked for. If our Government waitg until 
that movement is in full swing they should 
be able to borrow on more favourable terms 
than are obtainable at the moment. Naturally, 
the Agricultural Credit Corporation would 
then be able to proceed more confidently with 
its borrowing programme. |
